AWARD 
An industrial dispute existing between M /s. Cannanore Spinning and 
Weaving Mills Ltd. and their workmen represented by the (1) Cannanore 
Spinning and Weaving Mill Workers Union , Kakkat, Cannanore and (2 ) 
the Cannanore District Textile Mill Workers Union, Hajee Road , 
Cannanore has been referred to this Tribunal by Government of Kerala as 
per Order No. 78910 /H3/63/HLD . dated 21-3-1964 of the Health and 
Labour (H ) Department, for adjudication . The issue referred is the 
following : 

" Are the workmen of the Cannanore Spinning and Weaving Mills 

Ltd., Cannanore, entitled to any bonus for the year 1962-63 ? 

If so , what is the quantum ? ” 
2. After notice to parties the first two unions appeared and filed their 
statements. Subsequently the third union , viz. The Mercantile Employees 
Association , Calicut filed a petition on behalf of the monthly paid employees 
under the Management for getting themselves impleaded . The petition for 
impleading was allowed on 29-4-1964 . All the three unions have filed their 
statements . 

3. The first union has raised a plea that the Cannanore Spinning and 
Weaving Mills is a very prosperous company making profits every year . 
According to them the workers are not getting the full return for their work 
and they say that they are entitled to get 3 months basic wages for the year 
1962–63 . The second union also has raised almost similar claims. The 
third union has raised a plea that this mill is paying less for more work and 
the profits contain the unpaid wages due to the workinen . Hence the clerks 
and the other monthly paid staff also are entitled to get three months basic 
wages or in the alternate 14 months total earnings towards bonus for this 
year. 

4. The Management has filed their statement saying that they had offered 
one month s basic wages for the year 1962-63 as per Ext. Mi though the 
trading results do not wariant the payment of that amount. According to 
them there will be no additional surplus left justifying the payment of any 
additional bonus. The offer ofmanagement to pay one month s basic wages 
as bonus was not accepted by the Union as per Ext.M2 and the offer has 
lapsed . But the workers were paid at the rate of Rs. 40 each as recoverable 
advance in case this court finds that no bonus is payable for this year . 

5. Union No. 1 alone is interested and they took a number of 
adjournments and finally it was argued on 26-8-1968 . Union No. 2 was 
not represented and registered notice was issued to them and they received 
it on 22-2-1968. They have not made arrangements for representing their 
case in this court so they were declared exparte on 8-3-1968 . The General 
Secretary of Union No. 3 hasmade an endorsement on their claim statement 
that they are not interested in the issue. 

6. The Management marked Exts . Mi and M2. 
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7. The management has paid Rs. 40 to all the workers and one months 
basic wages to the monthly paid staff . The Management paid this amount 
alter the workers had refused their offer to pay one months basic salary 
towards bonus for the year in question . The first union contends that all 
the workers have received this amount as advance. The basic salary of 
workers range from Rs. 30 to Rs. 60 and their demand isthat all the workers 
should be paid one month s basic salary . The management contended that 
the profits they have made during the year did not in any way justify 
payment of any bonus. The Union has not proved that it is not correct. 
In view of the fact that they had offered one months basic salary after 
having taken into consideration their financial capacity I do not find it 
justifiable to say that the offer has lapsed only because of the refusal by the 
Union . They have already paid an amount of Rs. 40 ( Rs. forty) to all the 
workers long back . The management shall not recover the amount already 
paid in the circumstances mentioned above. The workers are not entitled 
to claim any amount as bonus for this period in addition to what they have 
received as advance. The issue is answered accordingly . 

This award shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

Kerala State Warehousing Corporation 
EMPLOYEES PROVIDENT FUND REGULATIONS 
In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 42 of the Warehousing 
Corporations Act 1962 (Act 58 of 1962 ), the Kerala State Warehousing 
Corporation with the previous sanction of the State Government hereby 
makes the following regulations for the constitution of a Provident Fund for 
the employees of the Corporation , naincly - 

Regulations 
1. Short Title and Commencement 

.- (i) These regulations may be called 
“ The Kerala State Warehousing Corporation Employecs Provident Fund 
Regulations" , 

( ii) These regulations shall come into force with effect from 
1-8-1968 . 

2. Constitution . There shall be constituted a Fund called " The Kerala 
State Wareliousing Corporation Employees Provident Fund” . 

3. Definitions. In these regulations, unless the context otherwise 
requires 

(a ) ACT means the Warehousing Corporations Act, 1962 ( Ict 58 
of 1962). 

( b ) The Committee means the Committee of Trustees constituted 
under Regulation 4 (1) for administration of the Fund . 

( c) Continuous Service means uninterrupted service and includes 
periods of leave on average or half average pay, and of service preceding and 
following the period of extraordinary leave , but not the period of extra 
ordinary leave . 

(d ) Corporation means the Keral:: State Warehousing Corporation 
established under Section 18 of the Act . 

( e) Employee means a person in the whole time service of the 
Corporation but does not include a person on deputation in the service of the 
Corporation or employed on daily wages . 

(f ) Family means. 

(1) In the case of male subscribe. , the wile, children whether 
married or unmarried, and the widow and children of a deceased son of the 
subscriber provided that if a subscriber p.oves that his wife has ceased to be 
entitled to maintenance , under the personal law governing him or the custo 
maty law of the commu: tity to which she belongs, she shall so longer be 
deemed to be a member of the subscriber s family fo: the purpose of these 
regulations, uiless the subscriber subsequently intimates by express notice in 
writing to the Committee that she shall continue to be so regardel ; and 
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(i ) In the case of a female subscriber the husband and children of 
the subscriber, and the widow and children of a deceased son of the 
subscriber: 

Provided that if a subscriber by notice in writing to the Committee 
expresses her desire to exclude her husband from the family, the husband 
shall no longer be deemed to be a member of the subscriber s family for the 
purpose of these regulations, unless the subscriber subsequently cancels in 
writing any such notice . 
Note : " Child means a legitimate child and includes child adopted by 

a subscriber where adoption is recognised by the personal law 
governing him . If the child of the subscriber has been adopted 
by another person and if under the personal law of the adopter, 
adoption is legally recognised , such child shall be considered as 

excluded from the family of the subscriber. 

(g) Fund means the Kerala State Warehousing Corporation 
Employees Provideat Fond. 

(h ) Managing Director means the Managing Director of the 
Corporation . 

(i) Construction Engineer means the construction Engineer of the 
Corporation . 

(j) Inspection and Storage Officer means the Inspection and 
Storage Officer of the Corporation . 

(k ) Pay includes substantive pay , personal pay and acting allowance, 
dearness pay, but does not include deamess allowance, local allowance, rent 
allowance, transfer allowance, travelling allowance , halting allowance, or 
any other allowance and in the case ofre-employed person his pension . 

( 1) year means a financial year . 

4. Administration of Fund , Accounts and Audit. - ( 1) The Fund shall 
vest in and be administered by a Committee of Trustees comprising of the 
Managing Director, the Construction Engineer and the Inspection and 
Storage Officer together with two representatives of the employees to be 
nominated by the Managing Director and the Trust so created shall not be 
revocable sove with the consent of all the beneficiaries . 

( 2 ) The Fund shall consist of contributions of the employer and 
the employees and of don : tions, if any received by the Committee of accu 
mulation thercof and of interest credited in respect of such contributions, 
donations and accumulations and , of securities purchased therewith and of 
any capital gains arising from the sale , exchange, or transfer of capital assets 
of the Fund . 

(3) All moneys belonging to the Fund shall be wholly invested 
either in securities of the nature specified in clauses (a), (b ), (c), (d ), or (e) 
of Section 20 of the Indian Trusts Act 1882, (2 of 1882 ) or in a Post office 
Savings Bank Account in India . 


(4 ) The accounts of the Fund shall be audit d by the sarna 
authority which aud ts the accounts of the Corporation . 

5. Meetings of the Committee Siteve y meeting of th : Committee, the 
Managing Director o : in his absence, the Construction Engineer in the 
• absence of both , the Inspection and Storage Office : sh : ll preside. The 

presence of at least threemembers out of hom one at least should be an 
employees s representative shall be necessary to form a quo um for the 
transaction of business. Each member shall have one voic and in case of 
equality of votes, the Presiding Officer shall have a cast ng vote . 

6. Appointment of Secretary and Statement of Accounts . The Managing 
Director shall appoint a member of the Committee to be the Secretar of the 
Committee, who shall discharge such duties as the Committee my asign to 
him from time to time. 

( 2) The Accounts of the Fund shall be made up yearly as at the 
31st March and an audited statement of the accounts will be submitted to 
meeting of the Committee to be held not later than the 31st August in every 
year. As soon as possible after such mceting a statement of this account 
showing the opening balance as on the 1st April of the year , the total amount 
credited or debited during the year, the total amount of interest cre.lited as 
on the 31st March of the yer and the closing balance on that date shall be 
made available to each subscriber . 

7. Subscriber to Fund Eery employce of the Corporation shall subs 
cribe to the Fund : 

(a ) In case of an employee who has completed the period of his 
probation and one year s continuous service at the time of commencement 
of these regulations from the date of such commencement ; 

(b ) In any other case from the beginning of the month followirs 
that in which he completes one year s continuous service or from the begin 
ning of the month following that in which he completes his period of 
probation whichever is later : 

Provided that any person in receipt of regula remuneration other than 
casual remuneration from the Corporationmy subscribe to the Fund if so 
permitted by the Committee. 

8. Rates , realisation and conditions of Subscription :-(1) The subscriber 
shall subscribe monthly to the Fund 8 % ofhis emoluments at the beginning 
of each year . 

(2 ) The subscription of the subscriber absent on leave shall. 
during the period of such absence be assessed on his la re salary but any 
such subscriber shall be at libercy to subscribe on the full amount of his pay 
provided notice in writing of his desire to do so is given lay him not less than 
14 days in advance of the first payment of his leave salary to the officer 
responsible for paying him . 

( 3 ) A subscriber who is under suspension shall not be allowed to 
subscribe to the fund during that period : 
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Provided that, on reinstatement after the period passed under suspension 
he shall be allowed the option of paying in one sum , or in instalments , any 
sum not exceeding themaximum amount of arrears of subscription permis 
sible for that period . 

(4 ) Subscription shall be deducted by the Corporation from the 
pay payable to the subscriber every month . 

(5 ) The amount of subscription shall be rounded to the nearest 
whole rupee, 50 paise or more being counted as the next higher rupee. 

9. Corporation s contribution :-(i) Save as otherwise provided in these 
regulations, the Corporation shall, at the end of each year, contribute at the 
rate of 8 % of the pay drawn by each subscriber during the year to his 
account in the Fund : 

Provided that if a subscriber quits service or dies during the year, 
contribution shall be credited to his account for the period between the clos 
of the preceding year and the date of casuality : 

Provided further that no contribution shall be payable in respect of any 
period for which the subscriber is permitted under these regulations not to 
or does not subscribe to the Fund : 

Provided also thatno contribution shall be payable by the Corporation 
in respect of a subscriber who has been permitted to subscribe under proviso 
to Regulation 7 . 

(ii) The amount of contribution payable shall be rounded to the 
nearest whole rupee, Fifty Paise or more counting as the next higher rupee. 

10. Interest. — The Corporation shall on the 31st day of March every 
year or as soon thereafter as is possible (i) determine and notify with the 
approval of the Chairman of the Corporation the rate at which interest 
shall be allowed during the year on all deposits standing to the credit of 
every subscriber of the Fund ; ( ii) prepare an account of the total interest 
accrued and received on the investment of the Fund during the year ; 
and ( iii ) credit the amount of interest due to every subscriber based on the 
interest bearing balance of each subscriber during the preceding year. 

Interest on all sums standing in the books of the Fund to the credit of a 
subscriber shall cease on the day on which he leaves the service of the Corpo 
ration or on the day of his death , whichever is earlier. The total amount of 
interest in respect of each account shall be rounded to the nearest whole 
rupee, 50 paise or more being counting as the next higher rupee. 

Provided that interest on the amount standing in the credit of the 
subscriber on the date on which he leaves the service of the Corporation or 
on the date of his death shall be allowed till themonth immediately preceding 
the month in which the payment is sanctioned or till a maximum period of 
six months, whichever of these periods be less. 

11. Advances from the Fund and Recoveries.-- (1 ) At the discretion of 
the Committee, a temporary advance not exceeding in any case the total of 
the accumulation of the exempted portion of the subscriber s own contribution 
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and exempted interest thereon contained in the balance credit, may be granted 
to a subscriber on application of the amount standing to his credit in the 
Fund, subject to the following conditions : 

(a ) No advance shall be granted unless the Committee is satisfied 
that the applicant s pecuniary circumstances justify it and an undertaking is 
given that it will be expended on the following object or objects and not 
otherwise . 

(i) to pay expenses incurred in connection with the ulness of the 
subscriber or a member of his /her family : 

(ii) to pay for the passage over sea of a subscriber or any membe: 
of his family : 

(iii) to pay in connection with marriage, funerals or ceremonies, 
which by religion of the subscriber it is incumbent upon him to perform 
and in connection with which it is obligatory that the expenditure should be 
incurred . 

(iv) to meet the cost of legal proceedings instituted by an employee 
for vindicating his position in regard to any allegation made against him in 
respect of any act done or purporting to be done by him in the discharge of 
his official duties ; 

Provided that no advance shall be admissible to an employee who 
institutes any legal proceedings in any court of law against the Corporation 
in respect of any condition of service or penalty imposed on him by the 
Corporation. 

(b ) Subject to the provisions referred to above, an advance 
shall not : 

(i) Exceed six month s pay of the employee for advances made for 
the purpose ofmarriage in pursuance of clause (1) (a ) ( iii) of this regulation . 

( ii ) In any other case exceed half and the amount of the exempted 
portion of the subscriber s subscription to the Fund plus the exempted interest 
thereon standing to his credit . provided that for special reasons to be 
recorded in writing by the Committee an advance may exceed this amount 
subject to the maximum limit of three months pay of the employee: 

(iii ) . Be granted unless previous advance, if any , is fully repaid 
with interest thereon , and at least twelve months have elapsed after the final 
repayment of the said previous advance together with interest thereon , 
provided that the latter condition may be waived by the Committee for 
special reasons to be recorded in writ ng . 

(c) For the purpose of sub-clause (a) of clause (!) of this Regulation 
family means any of the following persons who are wholly dependent on 
the employee , namely the employee s wife or the husband as the case in 
be unless she/he is excluded respectively in pursuance of provisions contained 
in sub - clause (i) and ( ii) of clause (f ) of Regulation 3, legitimate children , 
step -children , parents , sisters, and minor brothers. 


(2 ) (a ) An advance shall be recoverable from the Subscribcr in such 
cqual monthly instalments as the Committee may direct but such number 
shall not be less than 12 unless the subscriber otherwise elects, and not more 
than 24 , except that in the case of an advance for the purpose of marriage 
such number shall not be more than 48. A subscriber may at his option 
repaymore than one instalmeat in one month . Each instalment shall be a 
numbe of whole rupee ; the amount of the advace being raised or reduced, 
if necessary to admit of the fixation of such instalments . 

( b ) The Corporation shall deduct the instalments aforesaid from 
the employees salary, and /pay them to the Committee. These deductions 
shail commence from the second monthly payment of salary made after the 
withdrawal or in the case of an employee oa leave without pay from the 
second monthly payment of his salary made after his return to duty . 

(c) Afte: full payment of the principal of the advance, interest 
shall be recovered in respect of such advance which is repaid in the manne 
specificd in column (1) of the table below , as specified in the coresponding 
entry in column (2 ) thereof.

(d ) Recoveries made under this Regulation shall be credited as 
they aremade to the account in the Fund of the subscriber concerned . 

12. Advances for payment of premia for insurance policies.--- A no 
refundable withdrawal not exceeding the employee s pay for six months or 
the amount of his own subscriptions plus the interest thereon standing at his 
credit, whichever is less, at a time should be , permitted for payment 
towards premia of policies of insurance on the life of subscribe or his 
wife /her husband : 
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Provided that the policy is assigned in favour of und deposited within 
six months with the Committee and the p.emia receipts are from time to 
time handed over to the Committee fo : inspectio : b : the Income Tax 
Officer: 

Provided further that the number of policies in respect of which the 
facility referred to above is allowed will not exceed fou at a time and 
premia shall not be payable otherwise than anrually , 
Note : “ The amountwithdrawn shall be paid in whole rupces Counded to 

the nearest rupee , fraction of a rupee being igno ed " . 
13. Payment of amount standing to the credit of subscribers.- ( 1). Subject 
to the proviso:1 of clause (2) and (3) below the sum starding to the credit 
of a subscrib , shall become payable on the termination of his serice or 
on his retirement or on his death . 

(2 ) Subject to the directios of the Executive Committee of the 
Corporation the whole or any part of the amount of the employer s contri

14. Nominations- (i) Every subscriber shall, at the time of joining 
the Fund send to the Head office of the Corporation a nomination confer 
ing in the event of his death on one or more persons the right to receive 
the amount thatmay stand to his crcdit in the fund : 

Provided that, if at the time of making the nomination the subscriber 
has a family , the nomination shall not be in favour of any person or persons 
other than the members of his family. 

( ii ) If a subscriber nominates more than one person under 
sub regulation (i), he shall specify in the nomination the amount of share 
payable to each of the nominees in such manner as to cover the whole of 
the amount thatmay stand to his credit in the Fund at any time. 

(iii) Every nomination shall be made in such one of the forms 
annexed to these Regulations as is appropriate in the circumstances, 
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(iv) A subscriber may at any time cancel a nomination by sending a 
notice in writing to the Head Office ofthe Corporation : 

Provided that the subscriber shall along with such notice send a fresh 
nomination made in accordance with the provisions of this regulation : 

(v ) A subscriber may provide in a nomination : 

(a ) in respect of any specific d nominee, that in the event of his 
predeceasing the Subscribe:, the right conferred upon that nominee shall 
pass to such other person or persons as my be specified in the nominations, 
provided that such other person or persons shall, if the subscriber has other 
members of his family be such other member or members.

(i) Sons who have attained majority ; 
( ii ) Sons of a deceased son who have attained majority; 
(iii) Married daughters whose husbands are alive; 

(iv ) Married daughters of a deceased son whose husbands 
are alive ; 

If there is any member of the family other than those specified in sub 
clause (i), (ii ), (iii) and (iv) ; 

Provided further that widow or widows, and a child or children of a 
deceased son , shall receive between them in equal parts only the share 
which that son would have received if he had survived the member and had 
not attained the age of majority at the time of the member s death . 

Explanation : For the purpose of this a paragraph a member s 
posthumous child , if bora alive shall be treated in the same way as a 
Surviving child born before themember s death . 

(2 ) When the subscriber leaves no family, if a nomination made by 
him in accordance with these regulations in favour of any persons subsists , 
the amount standing to his crcdit in the Fund or the part thereof to which 
the nomination relates shall become payable to his noinince or nominees in 
the proportion specified in the nomination . 

(3) In any case to which the provisions of sub clauses (1) and (2) 
do not apply that amount shall be payable to the persons legally entitled 
to it . 

16. Agreement to be executed by subscriber. - Every employee 
becoming a subscriber to the Fund shall execute an agreement in the 
following forms: 
“ I hereby declare that I have read and understood the Regulations of 

the Kerala State Warehousing Corporation Employee s Provident 
Fund and I hereby undertake to subscribe to the said Fund and 
agree to be bound by the said Regulations" .

17. Winding up of the Fund.- The Fund may be wound up if the 
Corporation is placed in liquidation . In that case the accumulated amount 
in the Fund shall be distributed amongst the subscribers in accordance with 
the amounts payable in their accounts. 

18 . Provision for residuary matters.-- For matters not provided in these 
regulations, the Committee may exercise such powers as may be necessary for 
the administration of the Fund . 

* 19. Expenses of the Fund. - All expenses relating to the administration 
of the Fund including the pay and allow.inces of the staff appointed for the 
purpose of administering the Fund shall be borne by the Corporation and 
shall not be charged to the Fund.
